When Edwin Arnold revisited India, he 
held conferences with the Buddhists of 
Ceylon, and received from them a very 
complimentary address, culogizing him as 
a true interpreter of the Sanscrit philoso- 
phy.

The Buddhists themselves think Arn- 
old’s faithful and magnificent portrayal of 
the career of Buddha has doné more than 
anything else to recall the attention of the 
Hindu people toa perception of the beau- 
ties enshrined in the Buddhistic religion, 
and it affords a powerful incentive to them 
to live up to these teachings. 

We hear a great deal of Indian degra- 
dation, and particularly much of woman's 
degraded condition there. Now it can 
not be disputed that many women in 
India are in a state of gross degradation, 
but this condition exists in sse of the 
tedchings of the Sanscrit philosophy 
(which leads logically to the purest eleva- 
tion of mankind) not in consequence of 
their religion. All the vices of Christen- 
dom are rebuked in Scripture, and yet 
tolerated in Christian communities. No 
charge can be brought against the Budd- 
hist religion for the vices of Asia that can 
not be brought against every other religion 
on earth. 

As the religion of India is set forth in 
its sacred books, it is a religion of the 
greatest purity and noblest wisdom, No 
one who compares the ten great religions 
of the world, the one with the others, will 
fail to find Buddhism the most humani- 
tarian, and Brahmanism the most meta- 
physical of all the systems. Buddha 
taught that nothing and no one can come 
between us and God. 

We are, according to his philosophy, 
our own high priests, mediators, and in- 
tercessors, absolutely free to discover truth 
for ourselves by following in the path 
marked out by our own intuition which 
gives: ‘‘ Thus saith the indwelling Spirit” 
as final authority. Too many people un- 
fortunately are not contented without 
some external lord or master to obey;
